danger to life or property in their use, 
notwithstanding

tempted fraud in the supply of proper 
metal for their construction. This state- 
ment was made at the isthmian canal 
oiTices today when a man was called to 
presentments found bj^ the grand jury 
in Pittsburg yesterday against five steel 
makers on a charge of conspiracy 
to 
finnish inferior material for the locks. 


Major Boggs, in charge of the canal 
offices here, explained that the attempt 
to deliver 
defective steel castings, or 
ca.stingB that had not been fully treated 
and annealed, had been discovered 
by 
the 
government 
inspectors 
before 
the 
material was worked into the locks. 


Every piece of metal under .suspicion, 
it 
was .stated, 
was

tested and replaced, if found defective 
before being riveted into the gates.

Expres.s companies was the only class 
of corporate property 
to show a de« 
crease in valuation, due largely to the 
inroads made by parcel post.

valuation of 1913, which was $1,218,672 
or $824,044 as the valuation on 1914. Ali • 
other classes gained in big lumps in this 
year's? appraisal. 
Steam railroad prop- 
erties were valued at a total of $208,- 
903,870 this year, a gain of $3,132,085i 
over the 1913 total. 


Electric roads were evaluated this year 
nt $27,2.18,870, a gain of $1,537,736 over 
last year.

Discussed by Mr. Snyder in 
Sentinel's Free Cook- 
ing School. 


TOMOEEOW LAST DAY 


Probably no feature of The Sentinel 
cooking school, conducted in the Odd 
Fellows' building 
every afternoon this 
week by Sherwood P. Snyder, is more 
valuable than his demonstration of tlie 
use of cheaper cute of meat in the mak- 
ing of delicious and appetizing, as well 
as wholesome and nourishing food. 


For .TU example was the lesson on 
Thursday afternoon of a étuffed shoul- 
der of mutton." 
The shoulder cut of 
either veul or mutton is one of the less 
expensive pieces of meat for the house- 
hold. It is necessai-y for the butcher to 
remove the rib joint and shoulder blada. 
That makes^-a roomy pocket which may 
be filled with a dressing of dried bread 
crumbs, a cupful of them, mixed with a 
little melted 
butter, 
one-fourth tea- 
spoon of salt and a little minced oniou. 
This was pressed into the meat pocket 
and the meat tied 
safely with twine. 
This roasi was cooked in the 
fireless 
cooker, which Mr. Snyder fully explained 
how to "use, as well as telling of its 
great aid in maMng housework easy lor 
the housewife. 


However, Mr. Snyder did not claiui 
that the fireless would entirely take the 
place of a range, but. enumerated its ad- 
vantages in time saving, gas saving and 
the thorough fcooking needed in cereai.--, 
meats, baked beans, roast potatp_es and 
roasted corn. 
It 
fairly 
made 
one's 
mouth water to hear about the coni, 
which should not have all its husk re- 
moved before putting in the fireless. Mr. 
Snyder also explained hov/ to test the 
heat of the hot plates of the cooker to 
know if they are ready to put in, by the 
use of flour. 
If a tiny bit of flour i« 
sprinkled on the radiator s.nd it turns a 
golden brown in less than a moment the 
heat is .enough for cake, cereals, etc., 
but if it is desired to sear the meat or 
to bake biscuits, the heat plates must be 
hot enough to ttirn the floiir dark at 
once. 
Baked beans require no less than 
five hours ' of cooking because of 
the 
double wall of skin on them, which mu.st 
be broken up in order that the starch 
granules 
may 
escape. 
Otherwise 
the 
baked bean is difficult to digest. 


Vegetables and Their Value, 


"The mineral salts in vegetables are 
an aid to digestion and health," said Mr. 
Snvder. 
Then he went on to explain 
that if the system of the 
individual 
seemed ^o need 
iron, 
sulphur, 
phos- 
phates or various salts, why not get 
them through the medium of foods that 
contain them. 
For examples: 
Spinach 
beets, watercress, carrots and yolks of 
eggs are rich in iron; potatoes in potasn 
salts, that is, if baked or boiled tf%vith 
skins on; 
raw 
cabbage contains both 
sugar an«[ salts; onions are rich in sul- 
phur and are both a blood tonic and 
purifier. 
About the cooking of vegeta- 
bles Mr. Snyder gave many 
v,aluable 
suggestions, especially 
concerning 
the

quently vegetables are so washed out 
that nothing but fiber is left and though 
that has its use in the body, often 50 
per cent of 
nourishment 
is 
literally 
washed away. Mr. Snyder cooked canned 
spinach to save time and garnished it 
with shredded cheese. 


Kitchen Equipment. 


Mr. Snyder advocates as" complete an 
equipment for the kitchen as the house- 
wife can possibly afford. 
The reasons 
are to make the work easier, not drudg- 
ery; agreeable, not a bugbear, and sani- 
tary instead of possible breeding places 
for sickness. It ^s easier to prevent than 
to cure. 
Well cooked, nourishing food 
is of more value than medicines after 
indigestion and its ressultant ills come 
upon the family. 
It pays the woman 
who keeps house to become intelligent 
about 
her 
work, 
about 
buying 
her 
meats, about saving labor, about pre- 
paring and cooking the 
food for her 
family. It is a branch of education that 
belongs in the school and even in the 
church. 
In speaking of fruits Mr. Sny- 
der referred specifically to the banana, 
saying it is criminal to give a child an 
iinripe banana. 
Then he showed a ba- 
nana and explained 
that 
when 
ripe 
enough to eat the peel begins to be thin 
and dark brown spots appear, or when 
so ripe that if touched when 
hanging 
on the stem they drop off easily into the 
hand.

The report showed that 147 confer- 
ences and institutes on evangelism had 
beeii hold and that $I0;199 had been ex- 
pended in the work.

caught by an unseen monster who held 
her as a prisoner. 
Tier 
friends 
were 
powerless to help her. and she had to 
Btay in that position, with the tide ris- 
ing higher and higher till it closed over 
her head, and she was di'owned. 
Many 
a young girl in our o^s n land has gone 
out txj seek pleas\n-e. and the forces of 
fvil have laid hold of lier. and friends 
hnvp been luialile to save her.

Stumbling Stones. 
Wlio has not seen stumbling 
stones 
h'ing along the roadway? 
It is not a 
liifficult matte]- to walk around them or 


move them out of the "w^ay, which is 
kinder",• so that others may not be im- 
jieded by them. 
We had a strange ex- 
perience in Iceland traveling for more 
than fifty miles in a ponj cart with a 
boy for a driver who could not under- 
stand a. word of English. 
Tliere were 
many stones in the road, or chunks of 
lava, and the boy -was not always care- 
ful to avoid them. 
We took it upon 
ourselves to point out the stones to 
him. 
^^Hiat was our dismay when we 
beenme aware that he took our direc- 
tions, as showing him where we wished 
him to go. and so he drove over the 
stones, and after a few terrible joltings 
we decided to let him go where he would. 
Let us beware of people who think and 
do evil things, for 
they 
will 
prove 
stumbling blocks in our way. And let 
us watch 
against 
making 
stumbling 
block.« out of oiu-selves for others. 


We one time saw stepping stones in 
Pompeii that were more than eighteen 
liundred years old. We tried them, and 
foimd them good in getting across a 
muddy road. 
They suggested to us that 
there are some people in the world with 
whom we maj- walk 
(associate) 
whose 
example will always help us across the 
dangers of temptations. 
Would you not 
yourself rather be a stepping stone than 
a stumbling block? 
We observed that 
the 
stepping 
stones in Pompeii 
were 
worn by chariot wheels passing between 
them. 
If the chariots had instead been 
driven over the stones they would have 
been broken in pieces. 


It is not safe for any one to say about 
his conduct, "I do not care what other 
folks do. I will do as I please." 
Boj'S 


your patterns; above all, take the Lord 
Je.8us for 3''our pattern, and try to be 
more like him every day. There is a 
danger we would warn you against. We 
did see some stepping stones in Pompeii 
that "had becbfae loosened, and were out 
of place, so that they had really become 
stumbling stones. 
Sometimes even good 
men and women do things like this, so 
that 
after all the only safe 
stepping 
stone is the Lord Jesus himself. 


Yovi have probably 
never seen the 
kind of a millstone which Jesus referred 
to as he was talking to his disciples. 
The people in Palestine were accustomed 
to use hand mills, and they use them 
still. 
Each mill was 'composed of an 
upper and nether millstone, about two 
feet in diameter, and each one a.boutsix 
inches thick. 
The grain was placed be- 
tween tiiese Btones. 
Two women sat 
beside the mill, one to feed it with gi-ain, 
while the other by means of a strong 
stick inserted in a hole in the upper 
stone turned one stone against the other, 
producing the meal, which fell into a 
cloth, and was afterwards gathered up. 
Each stone weighed about as riiuch as 
one person could lift. 
From what Jesus 
said about a millstone being fastened 
about a person's neck, it may have been 
that it was sometimes done as a mode 
of punishment. 
And terrible as it was, 
Jesus said: 
"Whosoever shall offend one 
of these little ones that believe in me, it 
is better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and he were cast 
into the sea." Jesus was speaking, we 
believe, both aboiit little children and 
his followers who were yoimg in the 
faith. 
This severest 
doom 
was pro- 
nounced against those who would of! end 
them.

An Ulustration of tri- 
umphant faith is the following story of 
an old colored man who said that faitli 
is being willing to do what God tells you 
to do-without asking any questions. "If 
God tells me to butt my head against a 
stone wall, I butt: that is my part; go- 
ing through the wall is the Lord s part."

Bryan in 
commenting upon this sayirrg, said:

know nf no better illustr.-jtion. and the 
people that 
have 
accompli.i^hpd 
great 
things are the people that have thft faith 
to butt, their heads against what seomed 
a stone wall, and trusted to «^od to open 
the way." 
Undoubtedly wp .=hall have to 
meet obstacles that will seom to bp, as 
great as a mountain to be removed, or 
a tree to be uprooted and planted in the 
sea.

After Widow Tells a 
Story. 


CALLED SET OF BOOBS 


Savannah Ga., May 22.—Nearly a gal- 
lon of nitroglycerin has been found bur- 
ied at Salles Station, on the Thunderbolt 
car line, by J. W. Williams, while s e a r c h - 
ing for $i0,000 in casn, alleged to have 
been-.buried there by Charles C. Craven, 
tho yeggman who was killed by an of- 
ficf>r in Florida and who left an attrac- 
tive widow in this city to worry the 
police. 
The widow persuaded the police 
that money ha-d been buried 
in 
that 
neighborhood by her husband or mem- 
bers of his ga.ng. 


The explosive was contained in a large 
brown bottle. 
Williams 
immediately 
telegraphed the news of his find to the 
police department and Lieutenant Woods 
and Police Secretary J. Fred Bernhardt 
hurried to the place in the police auto- 
mobile. 


A Fearsome Ride. 


Woods gingerly picked up the bottle 
and took his seat in the car. Bernhardt 
took the wheel. 
The party started for 
Savannah, traveling at about three miles 
an hour. 


"We've got plenty of time; don^t drive 
so fast," said the lieutenant, and Bern- 
hardt cut down the speed. 


"\^aiat makes the stuff explode, any- 
way?" asked Bernhardt. 


"Any jar would explode it," replied the 
lieiitenant. 
"Sometimes it goes off by 
itself." 


Bernhardt carefully guided 
the 
car 
around a pebble the size of a pigeon's 
egg, and Woods glanced 
nervously at 
Catliedral cemetery, which they passed. 


"I'm afraid this hot sun will afTect the 
stuff," said Bernhardt. 


"I wish I had gone to church last Sun- 
day," said the lieutenant; "I wanted to 
go mighty bad." 


The car ran over a horseshoe with a 
jolt and the faces of the two men turned 
green. 


However, they reached police head- 
quarters intact. 


Little Mrs. Craven. 


Mrs. Craven first came into public nOt 
tice in Savannah when, as a distressed 
young widow, she announced the death 
of her husband, a traveling salesman,, in 
a wreck in Florida, ostensibly to recover 
the body. 
It developed that there had 
been no wreck, but that Craven, alias 
Prater, had been killed in a running 
fight with a railroad detective, and that 
he was a notorious yeggman. 


Mrs. Craven was taken into custod}^ 
and it was then she confided to the po- 
lice that treasure had been buried un- 
der the house in whicti she and her hus- 
band lived. 
"When they failed to find it 
she said she probably was mistaken, and 
that maybe it was dynamite. 


When she was released the police cour- 
teously accompanied her to the railroad 
station. 
She said she was going to Dol- 
ías; that "Charlie" had been a good 
husband to her and she was going there 
to tell his people about his lamentable 
end. 


Two weeks later Mrs. Craven blew 
breezily into Savannah again, this time 
accompanied by three strangers. 
Police- 
men shadowed her to Salle Station and 
caught her digging in the ground with a 
^rowel. 
As they approached her she 
swallowed a bit of paper believed to 
have been a diagram of the ground. She 
didn't deny that she had reutrned to re- 
cover the money buriéd by her husband. 


She was again arrested, and also M. 
Goldstein, one of the strangers who had 
returned yith her. 
Goldstein said that 
he and Mrs. Craven had been married 
in Dallas and were on their honeymoon. 
Mrs. Craven denied knowing him. 
It 
was shown that, Goldstein had registered 
at a hotel with a woman, and a charge 
white slavery was made against Qold- 
stóin.N j^'fter a hearing both were re- 
leased. 


Her Parthian Shot. 


Just before leaving the city Anally 
Mrs. Craven gave out this statement: 


"The Savannah police are a set of 
boobs. I have had no tiipuble at all in 
foolipg them to my heart's content. 
I 
have had a lot of fun out of it, and in- 
cidentally had my living expenses takén 
care of while it wa» neeessary for nie ^ 
remain here. There was eomethin/lr here 
'that belonged Üb me and I r«turnéd to 


get it. 
It v.'as only necessary to throw 
a little dust in the eyes of the police 
to set them off on a wild goose chase. 
"^^Tiile the police were watching me my 
friends quietly secured the money which 
my husband had buried, and it is now in 
a safe place waiting for me to come and 
claim it. 
The Savannah detectives aro 
'easy.' 


"If Charles was a yeggman he wtis a 
whole lot better than some husbands I 
have known who are great churchmen. 
There was never a day when he was 
away that he didn't either write or tele- 
graph me to let me know that all was 
well, and he never got any money that 
he didn't give me my share of it. It was 
as happy as any woman could be, except 
for the constant fear that he might some 
time be killed. WTien he didn't write me 
from Florida I knew that something wá'S 
wrong. I first met my husband about a 
year before we were married. 
I knew 
what he was, but I loved him because 
he was fearless and was good to me. 
Men like that have a great number of 
fine points, and one of them is fidelity." 


Goldstein is now under bond for his 
apeparance in Dallas for a new trial, 
which has been granted him since his 
conviction on an original charge of re- 
ceiving and disposing of stolen goods. 
^ It is admitted by the police that this 
little woman outwitted them at every 
turn.

tlie greatest obstacles to the proper feed- 
ing of young children in the same home, 
according to Dr. John Lovett Morse, of 
the HarA-ard Medical school. 


Dr. Morse gives his advice about the 
care of children in the HaJ-va.rd Health 
Talksj which are being published by the 
Har\'ard Univei-sity Press, 
On school 
lunches he says: 


'Tt is a curious fact that many moth- 
ers, who are careful about what their 
children eat in their own homes, send 
them to school with a lunch composed 
of cookies and doughntits or other kinds 
of sweets, apparently thinking that a 
child can digest things at school which 
it can not at home. 
A child's 
lunch 
should consist of bread and butter, or a 
meat sandwich. 


"Never use force to make children eat.. 
Children can be made to eat new things, 
if sufficient patience and persuasion are 
exercised. 


"Parents should be careful not to say 
that they do not like anything before a 
child. 
They should merely refrain from 
eating it and say nothing. 


"A 
child 
that 
has 
been 
properly 
brought i!p an dthat lias never been 
given a. taste of anything except its own 
food, does not expect to have anything 
else to eat. and wnll therefore never a.3k 
for other food. 


" A child should not sit a.t iJie fam- 
ily table too early. In any case, a yoiing 
chilli should eat its supper a.lone. 


"If a child loses its appetite., it must 


not be tempted, as the term is. 
Never 
allow a child to wash half-chewed food 
d o w -with watei- or milk. Every mother 
should see that her child has sufficient 
water 
tetween 
meals. 


"A child should never be bribed to do 
anything which it is right for it to do. 
He ought to do it simply because he is 
told to do it. 
A child should never be 
deceived. An adult should never Lie to a 
child. 
Children that are lied to can not 
be expected to tell the tnith."

lar world gatherings of people and in- 
terests. 


There is no "Board of Lady Managers" 
connected witli this Exposition. 
There 
!b, however, a "Woman's Board." 
While 
an entity and incorporated, it is ofFlcial- 
fy a "Subcommittee of the P a n a m a - P a - 
cific International Exposition." 
Noth- 
ing of Importance is Initiated by the 
Woman's Board without conference, a 
Bpecial committee of the Men's Board 
being the clearing house for all vital 
issues. 
In this way there is no confu- 
sion, no duplication of effort, no waste 
of 
money. 
This 
procedure 
is 
what 
makes for efficient co-operation. 


Tho Woman's Board, although 
co- 
operating 
with 
every 
department 
of 
the Exposition, has taken upon Itself 
two very definite obligations—one ma- 
terial, the other moral. 
The former 
Involves 
the 
furnishing, 
maintaining 
and administration 
of the 
CaliCornla 
Host Building; the latter, the organiza- 
tion of a permanent, nonpolitical, non- 
sectarian Travelers' Aid, which will in- 
sure guidance, comfort and protection 
to visitors to the west In 1915, particu- 
larly to young people. 


Directly after the United States in- 
trusted the making of the Exposition 
to San Francisco there was a call for 
the patriotic backing of all citizens. 
A 
large 
number 
of 
women 
answered, 
making the nucleus of the 
Woman's 
Board. 
At that time there was in real- 
ity nothing for them to do, but, having 
put themselves on record, 
permanent 
organization 
and 
incorporation 
were 
easily 
accomplished 
seven-al 
months 
later. 


Mrs, Phoebe A. Hearet, whose fame 
Is worldwide, accepted the position of 
honorary president. 
Active participa- 
tion is not often associated with such 
distinguished preferment, but in expo- 
sition work as well as in all 
other 
movements she indorses Mrs. Hearst's 
interest Is always definite and enthusi- 
astic. 
She lets nothing interfere with 
her obligation to uphold the construc- 
tive v/ork of women in connection with 
the Exposition. 
In addition to this, 
almost every week end she entertains 
at her wondrous home in Pleasanton 
distinguished people who come to Cali- 
fornia in the interest of the participa- 
tion 
of 
their 
respective 
states 
and 
countries, as well as the artists who 
are engaged In the Exposition making. 
Mrs. Hearst's relation to this great un- 
dertaking is in its every phase ideal. 


Mrs. Frederick G. Sanborn, the active 
president, is a woman of rare ability 
and personality. 
Along no line does 
she lack executive ability, and she is 
as amiable as she is capable. 
Mrs. 
Sanborn is steadfast In every under- 
taking, most gentle and considerate at 
all times. 
In the past she has been a 
leader in large humanitarian 
move- 
ments, the experiences giving her 
a 
splendid background 
for her 
present 
Important responsibility. 
At the time 
of 
the 
Spanish-American 
war 
Mrs. 
Sanborn was an executive in the Cali- 
fornia Red Cross society. 
When dls- 
EBter came to San Francisco, she, with 
the present mayor, James Rolph, Jr., 
and Rev. Father Crowley, the widely 
known philanthropist, was In charge 
Dt one of the largest relief stations. 


iPhe women of the board give their 
time, their energy and their money to 
the cause for which they cheerfully 
stand committed- 
They husband their 
reeourceg that they may meet their big 
ohllffations. In addition, there is but a 
rnlnlmum of paid service. 
This proce- 
dure Is adequately helped—in fact, is 
poBslble—because of the fine cordiality 
maintained between the two 
boardaJ 
The women carry many of their re- 
eponslbilltles ,through the well appoint- 
ed machinery of the Exposition Board. 
The «pint of c^-operation is all that 
the moat enthusiastic could ask.

The women were 
asked to have In mind a permanent or- 
ganization that wov/ld enable them to 
assist In solving the Immigration prob- 
lems that will come to every county In 
California with the opening of the P a n - 
ama canaL 
It was thought 
that

preparedness of this sort would enable 
each county to assimilate Its 
immi- 
grants 
by 
welcoming 
and 
assisting 
them, by making them feel contented 
in their new homes. 
To follow this 
plan of assimilation will certainly make 
good citizens in a short time. 


Planning somewhat better than they 
knew, the women are going to make 
this request more specific by asking the 
county organizations to be ready dur- 
ing the Exposition year and always for 
co-operation in Travelers' 
Aid 
work, 
recognized as the most important and 
significant issue before the world to- 
day. 
Travelers' Aid organization is, so 
comprehensive it quite includes all the 
Woman's Board had In mind In the 
original organization. 
It means 
that 
travelers, irrespective of age, sex, race, 
creed or class, may come to California 
for the Panama-Pacific 
International 
Exposition and rest assured that they 
will be met when they arrive; that they 
will receive all information and, when 
necessary, full guidance and

The Exploitation Department of the 
Exposition will list and indorse hotels 
and 
restaurants 
that

relied 
upon not to increase rates and prices, 
and the Travelers' Aid will do every- 
thing else that will make for the com- 
fort and general welfare of the travel- 
er. 
This combination of big forces will 
mean peace of mind for every one who 
makes the pilgrimage to the 191S Ex- 
position. 


Travelers' Aid work, in conjunction 
with the W o m a i ^ Board, will mean 
that a traveler may cerne from any 
part of the world and go to any coun- 
ty of this vast state protected at all 
times by the agencies of the Travel- 
ers' Aid. It will mean that any moth- 
er who cannot accompany her daugh- 
ter may trust her to travel alone to 
San Francisco or any part of Califor- 
nia. 
It will mean that this girl will be 
met and protected upon her arrival; 
will be directed to a home, where she 
may be safe and comfortable. 


While thoughts of protection first go 
to the girl traveling alone, the same 
protection and guidance will be given 
as freely and fully to young men. 
In 
fact. Travelers' Aid would be a failure 
if Its help and protection were not ac- 
corded every traveler. 


A particularly interesting channel for 
women 
proficient along special

has been made by the appointments of 
assistants in the great departments ,of 
the Exposition.

George W. Crile, of Cleveland, O. 
Blood 
transfusion wa,s used to accomplie^h this 
result, 
the animal, a frog, li\ ing fof 
eleven hours. 
The theory was that the 
transfusion overcame the shock of the 
decapitation and maintained the circula- 
tion. 


Dr. Crile is chief surgeon of the \^'est- 
ern Reserve university hospital and an 
authority on blood transfusion. 
Re de- 
livered an oration, by invit;.'tion, on sur- 
gery at the morning session of the so- 
ciety. 
He told of his remarkable ex- 
periment in decapitation of a living ani- 
mal at the afternoon session during dis- 
cussion of an address by Dr. Hartwell 
on blood transfusion.

AND ARE PROSPEROUS 


Elkhart, 
May 22.—,Iust 
across 
the 
state line, a few miles north of here, is 
a very interesting settlement of negi'oes. 
In fact, the entire township of Calvin, in 
Cass coimty, Mich., is occupied by col- 
ored 
people, nearly 
all 
of 
whom 
are 
farmers on a large and successful scale. 


In this colony exists an cxcfUent op 
portunity 
to study the problem of the 
segregation of the negro, a question which 
is just now agitating the minds of m a n y 
thinkers and sociologists, 
^^^lat makes 
this settlement of colored people so pe- 
culiarly interesting is not becaus.^ they 
are progressive and up-to-date farmers, 
as there are 
ninnerous 
other 
cases 
in 
which the 
colored 
race has 
shown 
its 
ability in the line of agriculture. 
The 
greatest interest attaching to this col- 
ony is from a liistorical and sociological 
standpoint, 
as the 
first 
settlers 
were 
slaves on the plantation of Henry Clay, 
the fajnoufi Kentucky statesman, and for 
their long and 
faithful servitude 
were 
granted 
their 
freedom by 
him 
a 
fev/ 
year.s before his death. 


Following Out Theory. 


I t had long been Clay's theory t h a t the 
negro could be made self-respecting, in- 
dependent and self-sustaining, and in ac- 
cordance with this belief, and the spirit 
of generosity which was one of his great 
ohaj-actea-istics, he gave his slaves thoir 
liberty, purchasing a tract of land in one 
of 
the 
most 
fertile districts 
of 
Ohio, 
where he conveyed them, and where he 
hoped to prove to the Avorld t h a t he was 
right in his theory.

If Henry Clay's theory was a sociologi- 
cal one—that the negro could be made a 
cultured and refined being—it was a cx>r- 
rect one, although he never lived t o wit- 
ness the proof.

Their purpose was 
to get the place. For fees ranging from $25 to $37.00, it, is 
contended by the, government, they were able to employ to 
impersonate, them in civil service examinations at Mew Al- 
bany, other individuals whose performance insured a pass- 
ing grade and a place on the list of those elgible and quali- 
fied for appointment as vacancies might, occur- -and many 
•vacancies were then imminent, by reason of the country's 
change in political complexion.

shown to be conclusive. TTndoiiht.edlv the punishment, if 
they are convicted, will be adequate, but, we trust while

beside the mill, one to feed it with grain, 
while the other by means of a strong 
stick inserted in a hole in the upper 
stone turned one stone against the other, 
producing the meal, which fell into a 
cloth, and was afterwards gathered up.

IS DESCRIBED.

'OMEN ore working side by 


side with men In the mak- 
ing of the Panama-Pacif- 
ic International Exposition. 
Their status In this great 


undertaking Is not even remotely sug- 
gested by that of women who have 
been associated In the past with simi- 
lar world gatherings of people and_ln- 
terests. 


There is no "Board of Lady Managers" 


connected with this Exposition. There 
is, however, a "Woman's Board." While 
an entity and incorporated. It Is official- 
ly a "Subcommittee of thu Panama-Pa- 
cific International Exposition." Noth- 
ing of Importance Is Initiated by the 
Woman's Board without conference a 
special committee of the Men's Board 
being the clearing house for all vital 
Issues. In this way there Is no confu- 
sion, no duplication of effort, no waste 
of money. 
This procedure Is what 


makes for efficient co-operation. 


The Woman's Board, although co- 


operating with every department of 
the Exposition, has taken upon Itself 
two very definite obligations—one ma- 
terial, the other moral. 
The former 


Involves the furnishing, malntalnlnc 
and administration of the California 
Host Building; the latter, the orsanlza- 


- tlon of a permanent, nonpolltlcal, non- 


sectarian Travelers' Aid. which will In- 
sure guidance, comfort and protection 
to visitors to tha west In I91S. particu- 
larly to young people. 


Directly after the United States In- 


trusted the making of the Exposition 
to San Francisco there was a call for 
the patriotic backing of all citizens. A 
urge number of women answered, 
making the nucleus of the Woman's 
Board. At that time there was In real- 
ity nothing for them to do. but, having 
put themselves on record, permanent 
organization and Incorporation were 
easily accomplished several months 
later. 
. Mrs. Phoebo A. Hearst, whose fame 
Is worldwide, accepted the position of 
honorary president. Active participa- 
tion Is not often associated with such 
distinguished preferment, but in expo- 
sition work as well as In all other 
movements she Indorses Mrs. Hearst's 
Interest is always definite and enthusi- 
astic. She lets nothing Interfere with . 
her obligation to uphold the construe- ! 
tlve work of women in connection with 
the Exposition. 
In addition to this, 


almost every week end she entertains 
at her wondrous home in Pleasanton 
distinguished people who come to Cali- 
fornia In the interest of the participa- 
tion of their respective states and 
countries, as well as the artists who 
are engaged In the Exposition making. 
Mrs. Hearst's relation to this great un- 
dertaking- Is in its every phase Ideal. 


Mrs. Frederick G. Sanborn, the active 


.president, is a woman of rare ability 
and personality. Aiong no line does 
ebe lack executive ability, and she is 
as amiable as ehe Is capable. Mrs. 
iBanborn is steadfast In every under- 
taking, most gentle and considerate at 
jail times. In the past she has been a j 
•leader to large humanitarian move-1 
(ments, the experiences giving her a i 
•plendld background for her present 
Important responsibility. 
At the time 


•of the Spanish-American war Mrs. 
'Sanborn was an executive in the Call- i 
ifornla Red Cross society. When dls- i 
| aster came to San Francisco, she, with ; 
| the present mayor, James Rolph, Jr., 
and Rev. Father Crowley, the widely 
known philanthropist, was In charge 
of one of the largest relief stations. 


The women of the board give their 


time, their energy and their money to 
the cause for which they cheerfully 
stand committed. They husband their 
resources that they may meet their big 
obligations. In addition, there is but a 
minimum of paid service. ThU proce- 
dure is adequately helped—in fact. Is 
possible—because of the fine cordiality 
maintained between the two boards.
